Meyeredale Items. 

The My end ale church occu- 
pies a very important position in 
the history of the Brethren 
church, inasmuch as it wu the 
first body ot expelled members 
that organised themselves into a 
congregation while the late di- 
vision was pending. In tact, 
this congregation was the ad- 
vance gnerd of the Brethren 
church. Therefore we think a 
brief history and a description of 
the workings of this cburoh will 
be in order. 

I find that a good deal ot mat- 
ter that would be interesting to 
the brotherhood, because of an 
inappropriate modesty, is not re- 
ported. 

In January, 1881, four breth- 
ren organized a Mission Sunday 
School with 29 scholars. 

As the bishops had not been 
consulted in this matter, it was 
condemned as "out of the order,'' 
and the originators were mouse 
quent ly disowned. 

Then these tour brethren with 
22 others, who withdrew from 
Bishop Lint's administration, 
organized themselves lor active 
and separate work. 

These brethren then rented a 
halt, in which to worship, until 
some other arrangement could 
be made. 

Bro. H. R. Holeinger made 
this new organization a branch 
of the Berlin church. This 
brought down upon the head of 
Bro. Holsinger the pent-up wrath 
of the adjoining elders, and 
while they were polling Bro. 
Henry over the coals, the breth- 
ren at Meyeredale were laying the 
foundation for a new church. 

In the meantime, Dr. Beach ly, 
one ot the tour culprits above al- 
luded to, was called to the home 
of Bro. Gnagey, who was living 
in the country in all bis Coneer 
vative glory, to officiate at a very 
important event, and while wait- 
ing for this important event, they 
spent the time in talking over 
the great issue, and eventually 
convinced brother and sister 
Gnagey of the inconsistency and 
injustice of the German Baptists, 
and thns made a very important 
addition to their number. So on 
March 18th, brother Gnagey 
was called to the pastorate ot the 
new organization. 

November 6th, 1881, the new 
church was dedicated. This 
new building, with its spire and 
bell, which turned out to be such 
a bugaboo in the eyes of some 
narrow-minded people, cost 
»8,&00. 

The church that thus com- 
menced with four members, dur- 


ing the last six years baa added 
to their number from 16 to 20 a 
year. A great number of these 
have gone West, yet they still 
number over 100. The attend- 
ance at their Sabbath School is 
126. 

Last Friday, the 17th, there 
was a love feast at this congrega- 
tion. There were about one 
hundred communicants. There 
were about twenty unavoidably 
absent 

The oo mm union tables are 
neatly arranged so that the com 
rou meant* face the minister, and 
have tbeir backs to the spectators. 
We find the churches are adopt- 
ing this arrangement in a great 
many places. 

The feast wu a very simple 
one, and the necessary prepara- 
tions were soon made. Amongst 
other things the absence of 
plates, knives and forks was a 
decided improvement. By this 
arrangement during the partak- 
ing of the feast, all is silent and 
solemn as it should he, and the 
mind is not disturbed by the un- 
necessary clatter that accompan- 
ies the use of these articles. 

In the passing of the Bread 
and Wine, there is do distinction 
made between the sisters and 
brethren, and is passed promiscu- 
ously amongst them, and not in 
two different sets as has been the 
custom of old. 

The sisters come to the tables 
with the head covering tbey are 
in the habit of wearing at other 
times. There is a principle in 
this that should be made promi- 
nent. That by putting ofi what 
we wear on other occasions, and 
substituting a special covering, 
we acknowledge that we are 
wearing that which is not appro- 
priate or right at the Lord's ta- 
ble. Are we not acknowledging 
an inconsistency in wearing that 
which we dare not wear at the 
communion service? 

The majority ot the members 
here are very strong temperance 
people, and take a very decided 
and prominent part in the move- 
ment. Therefore at their com- 
munions tbey use only on ferment- 
ed wine. 

Bro. W, L. Stahl, one of our 
College students, spent several 
days here during our meetings. 
He has filled several appoint- 
ments at places where there are 
no congregations, and is preach- 
ing right along. 

Up to the present time, there 
has been nineteen accessions to 
the church. And the continua- 
tion of our meetings depend up- 
on future interest and prospect. 
The brethren expect to keep on 
as long as there is any hope of 
doing good. 

On last Sunday we preached 
at Mechanicsburg, 8 miles west 
of here. They have a neat little 
church and a membership of 
about 80. They organized in 
1884 with seven members. Bro. 
Gnagey preaches here regularly 
every two weeks aud they have a 
thriving Sabbath School. This 
is the church borne of Bro. John 
A. Miller, one of our ministers, 
who could do a good work in 
preaching, as he has the ability, 
and if he wonld only think so, is 
in a condition that he could da- 


vote bis whole time to the cause. 

I do not know of any place 
where the inconsistencies, preju- 
dice and self-righteousness of 
the German Baptists is so promi- 
nent and radical as in this neigh- 
borhood. They will do more 
here in the way of misrepresenta- 
tion to prevent our increase than 
any other place I am acquainted 
with. Whether this is due to 
the bad in floe nee of the reigning 
bishop, or not I am not able 
to say. But that it exists is be- 
yond the lesst doubt, as the fol- 
lowing examples will show. 

A sister, who bad ou several 
occasions worn a hat, made up 
her mind to unite with ns. Eith- 
er immediately before or after 
this event, I forget which, word 
was sent the sister that she was 
still considered a member of their 
church, but that she could not 
commune so long as she wore a 
hat. This message was sent to 
prevent her from coming to us. 
Oh, what nonsense ! How could 
she be a member and still be de- 
nied communion privileges? 

Last Saturday week, the Con- 
servatives of Meyeredale held a 
Love feast. As usual there 
were many ot the neighboring 
congregations present, amongst 
which were two ministers and 
other members from Salisbury. 
Elder Merrill however, was in- 
formed that he could not com- 
mune because his church was 
"out of order," while the other 
minister and other members 
were encouraged to do so and 
heartily welcomed. 

It seems that the Salisbury 
congregation violates t!ie man- 
dates ot Annual Meeting, and 
will pay no attention to the ad- 
vice of adjoining elders. Hats 
are worn by the sisters, and all 
other kinds of Conservative 
wickedness is perpetrated with 
impunity. Many efforts have 
been made to set this church "in 
order," but so far, ail interfer- 
ence from Other elders has been 
treated with contempt, which re 
minds us of the Berlin, Johns- 
town and Philadelphia churches 
when in the days ot long ago 
they tried to scare them into sub- 
mission. 

Some time ago, during divine 
service in one of the churches un- 
der his charge, Elder Merrill was 
praying, and considering it un- 
necessary that another should 
conclnde with the Lord's prayer, 
undertook to repeat it himself, 
when he was interrupted by 'an 
adjoining bishop, who informed 
him there and then that it was 
"against the order ot the church," 
but Elder Merrill paid no atten- 
tion to the interruption sod con 
eluded the prayer. This piece 
of insubordination may have 
been the reason why he was re- 
fused a place at the communion. 

The Meyeredale German Bap- 
tist church will not fellowship 
the Salisbury church. And the 
bishop of the former said that 
the latter could not have a com- 
munion until the church was set 
in order. In spite of alt this the 
Salisbury church sent for Elders 
Quinter and Johnson, who offici- 
ated at their feast last Saturday 
without setting them in order. 
So that now the Salisbury and 


Meyersdale churches can unite 
and fellowship through Elder 
Quinter. He will commune with 
the .Salisbury church and then 
commune with Bishop Lint so 
that a kind of a step-brother 
onion will be kept up between 
the two congregations. 

An old German Baptist moth- 
er expressed that she would 
rather see ber eons lying in the 
streets drunk than that they 
should join the "Progressive 
church." Another one said that 
only the Conservative church 
wonld go to heaven, and that we 
were lost. These are the in- 
stances of the prejudice and self- 
righteousness of professors 
which they do not care to hide, 
but such expressions, though not 
probably quite SO radical aa the 
above, are frequently made in 
open conversation. * 

As another instance ot their 
inconsistency, one of those first 
expelled for taking part in the 
mission Sunday School said that 
be had belonged to the old chnrch 
42 years, and during that time 
had violated many of their man- 
dates, even down to lawing with 
the bishop, aud he escaped in 
every instance, but now, no soon- 
er did he attend this Sunday 
School, and although he did not 
even take any part in the exer- 
cises, he was expelled. 

The Brethren here have a 
great deal more than their share 
of opposition. Yet they have 
prospered. Last October there 
was an increase of 13 and now 
np to this date 19 more. This 
speaks well tor the influence of 
the Meyersdale Brethren church. 

Since I wrote the above, Bro. 
Gnagey was called to see a sick 
Conservative sister, and I was 
requested to go with him. We 
found the old sister much afflict- 
ed, not only in body, but in mind. 
She had repeatedly sent for 
Bishop Lint, the G. B. elder, as 
she was anxious to commune 
once more before she died. But 
be would uot go nor even send 
her a message of condolence or 
an apology. We did the best 
we could, and had a season of 
worship which the old sister en- 
joyed mnch. 

We do not know how to ac- 
count for the Bishop's neglect. 
The people here, however, say it 
is nothing new. On one occa- 
sion he was called to a sick bed 
long ago, and he said he had no 
time, as he was carrying brick to 
the man who was repairing his 
chimney. 

We closed onr meetings last 
night, the 28rd. In a few days 
we hope to hear of several more 
additions. 

-We leave for Berlin tomorrow. 
They have a love feast on next 
Lord'sday. We may remain there 
several days. 

We have enjoyed our trip here 
hugely. Every one is so kind. 
But then we need not talk about 
that, for Somerset county has a 
world-wide reputation for hospi- 
tality. 

One of my principal stopping 
places has been with Dr. Mc- 
Kinley. We are all cousins. 
The doctor is one of the best of 
entertainers, and we are under 
so many obligations to him and 


bis family. Although he is only 
a kind of a half-brother in our 
church, yet we find him a ster- 
ling Christian, and takes a great 
interest in our brotherhood. He 
aids onr church in so many ways 
and it is highly appreciated by 
the brethren. May God bless 
him for all that he has done for 
us and the church. We would 
like to hope that we coald see 
him bei-ome completely one ul us, 
and tbns he enabled to make his 
usefulness still more useful to the 
chnrch in which he takes such 
an interest. 

With many thanks to all those 
who have helped to make our 
stay pleasant, and prayers for 
their welfare, I subscribe myself 
their weak but grateful servant.
